Frankfort, Ky., April 2H. -The 
Kentucky Senate Monday afternoon 
failed to impeach County Judge J. E. 
Williams, of McCreary county, and 
he goes acquitted of the charges pre- 
ferred against him by the House. 

The Senate came within one vote of 
finding him guilty on the second arti- 
cle, charging that he issued a warrant 
and caused the arrest and imprison- 
ment without an affidavit of J. A. 
Geary, R. C. Sievers, Democratic 
county campaign chairman; C. E. 
Cain, J. C. Roberts, W. S. Gilreath, 
Democratic county election commis- 
sioner, and W. F. Hinkle, who were 
on guard about the County Clerk's 
office, where the ballots were kept 
the Friday night following the last 
November election. 

On that charge twenty-three Sena- 
tors voted to lind hk9 guilty and 
twelve not guilty. The nearest they 
came to impeachment after that was 
on Article 13, charging him with col- 
lecting the fine of Ed I lodge and fail- 
ing to report it to the Circuit Court; 
Articles 18 and 20, charging him with 
selecting jurors to be summonsed to 
try cases for the purpose of favoring 
one side in the cases. The vote on 
these articles stood 21 to 14. Articles 
5, 6,7, 8, 9, 10 and 19 were dismissed 
unanimously, and on the other articles 
the vote varied, somefimes a majority 
being one way and sometimes the 
other. 

On Articles 3 an 4, charging Wil- 
liams with suspending fines, Senator 
Ford voted alone for impeachment. 

The vote came rather unexpected 
shortly before 6 o'clock. Tho Senate 
had been in executive session, discus- 
sing the charges, but the vote *faa 
taken with open do**.

SEVERE TEST FOR WATCHES 



During Competition at Royal Observa 
tory, Greenwich, Chronometers 
Given Turn In Oven. 

Only the best-made chronomeb?! 
would ever survive the tests made at 
the Royal observatory, Greenwich. 
Usually there are about two hundred 
watches under examination for use 
in the royal navy. On certain occa- 
sions there is a complete trial of 
chronometers open to all mukers 
who have sufficient confidence in 
their watches being able to withstand 
the severity of the tests. 

During the competition the watches 
are exposed to every possible varia- 
tion of temperature. They are baked 
in furnaces sufficiently hot to cook a 
joint. 

In fact, so great is the heat that a 
badly made watch has been known 
to tumble to pieces during the bak- 
ing test. The moment a watch is 
taken out of the oven it is plunged 
into mixtures registering 40 degreef 
of frost- 
To such perfection has the manu- 
facture of some chronometers at- 
tained that even the most stringent 
testa fail to cause the slightest varia- 
tion.

ON BRITAIN 

Essex *nd Kent Visited by 
Airships Tuesday-Criis- 
ers Shell Lowestoft. 

London. April 2B.- Hostile ninth ips 
riuled the i ..unties of Essex and Kent 
Tuesday mgM. according tonn official 
statement. The number of raider* is 
uncertain. The communication adds, 
"but they tli'l not exceed four. The 
raiders were met by a brisk' anti-air- 
craft gunfire and retreated after 
achieving little or nothing. " 

London. April 25. —The following 
official announcement 
the naval mid this morning: 

"At about 4:1)0 o'clock this morning 
the German cruiser squadron, ac- 
companied by light cruisers and de- 
stroyers, appeared off Lowestoft. 
The local naval forces engaged it and 
in about twenty minutes it returned 
to Germany, chased by- our light 
cruisers and destroyers. 

"On slmre two men, one woman 
and a child were killed. The material 
damage seems to have been Insignifi- 
cant, so far a»is known at present. 
Two British light cruisers and a de- 
stroyer were hit, but none was sunk. " 

On previous occasions attacks have 
been made on the English coast dur- 
ing the war by German warships. 
The most important raid was made 
Dec. 16, 1914. The townaof Scar- 
borough, Whitby and Hartlepool, 
about 150 miles north of Lowest. ft, 
were bombarded and 130 persons 
were killed. Aided by fog the Ger- 
man vessels escaped. 

On Jan. 24, 1915, a further attempt 
of the kind was made but the German 
squadron was met off Doggerbank by 
the British battle cruiser squadron 
under Vice-Admiral Sir David Beaty. 
On being sighted the Germans made 
for home at high speed. Their rear 
ship, the Bluecher, was sunk and two 
othei, cruisers were set on fire and 
damaged severely. The British flag- 
ship Lion was disabled by a shot in 
one of her feed tanks and was towed 
home. 

The first German naval raid on the 
British coast was made on Nov. 3, 
1914. Three battle cruisers, the 
Seydlitz, Moltke and Von Der Tann, 
the armored cruisers Bluecher and 
Yorick and the protected cruisers 
Kolberg, Graudense and Strassburg, 
left port on the evening of Nov. 2 and 
at dawn appeared off Yarmouth. 

They bombarded Yarmouth and 
Lowestoft for about 20 minutes and 
then returned. A British submarine 
— the D-5, attempted to pursue the 
Germans, but struck a mine and sank. 
The Yorick also struck a mine and 
went down with 300 men. 

The raid on Hartlepool, Scarborough 
and Whitby was the most important 
of these ventures. The German 
cruisers poured a hail of shells into 
the towns for an hour and a half and 
in addition to the large number killed, 
200 or more persons were wounded, 
i News of the raid produced the great- 
j est excitement in England where it 
was thought for a time that an at 
tempt at an invasion of the country 
might be under way. 
1 Lowestoft, now raided for the sec 
ond time by warships, is the most 
easterly town in England, an impor- 
tant fishing station and a fashionable 
seashore resort. Its ixipulation is 
about 30,000. This town has been at-

Romance Eclipsed. 

How a sausage balloon — captive 
over trenches lor purposes of obser- 
vation-was cut adrift by a shell 
striking its cable, has been told in the 
cablegrams. A letter to the Associat- 
ed Press by a correspondent in France 
gives the personal narrative of the 
officer whose miraculous escape was 
mentioned briefly in the cabled news:

Washington, April 28.— "A married 
man doesn't live longer t)ian a batl.e- 
lor; it just seems longer," is the trite 
and untrue statement that is not borne, 
out by the Census Bureau. It is a 
fact, however, according to the Divis- 
ion of Vital Statistic:.-, that women 
live longer than men. 

Director Rogers, of the Census, is 
soon to issue a novel set of tables, 
the first of the kind which have ever 
been prepared by the United Stat. ■ 
Government. These tables, which 
were compiled under the supervision 
of Prof. James W. Glover of the 
University of Michi«an, show death 
rates Mnd expectation of life at all 
ages for the population of the six 
New England States, New York, New 
Jersey, Indiana, Michigan and the 
District of Columbia (the original 
death- registration States), on the 
oasis of the population of 1910 and 
the mortality for the three years. 

They re simi- 
lar to the "life tables" prepared by 
life insurance companies, br.t differ 
from them in that they relate to the 
entire (jopulation of the urea covered, 
whereas the life insurance tables re- 
late only to risks MiOCUd through 
medical examination and otherwise. 

Expectation of We, at birth, in a 
stationary population- that is, one in

TO FIGHT THE 
TOBACCO WORM 

Appropriation For Work in 
Kentucky Increased $10,- 
000 By Congress. 

Washington, April 26.— A mightier 
battle against the tobacco worm will 
be waged in Kentucky next year by 
experts of the Department of Agricul- 
ture as a result of an increase of $10,- 
000 for investigation, experimentation 
and demonstration for eradication of 
the tobacco horn worm provided for 
by the item in the annual Agricultural 
Appropriation Bill, adopted to-day by 
the House. 

The increase in the appropriation 
was put into the bill by Chairman 
Lever, of the Agriculture Committee, 
at the instance of Representative R. 
Y. Thomas, Jr., who appeared be- 
fore the committee. About $13,000 
was expended for this work last year, 
that amount being an increase of the 
previous year's appropriation, for 
which the Kentuckian was also re- 
sponsible. 

No objection to the increased ap- 
propriation was made on the floor of 
the House to-day when the tobacco 
item was reached. Representatives 
Alben W. Barkley and Davfd H. 
Kincheloe were ready for any oppo- 
sition, as they were armed with an 
array of facts to show the need of the 
larger sum of money. 

The additional money will enable 
experts of the Department of Agricul- 
ture to cover a wider area of tobacco- 
growing sections to demonstrate to 
the growers the use of a solution of 
arsenic of lead, which kills the 
dreaded horn worm without injuring 
the tobacco leaf or endangering the 
user of tobacco. For many years 
growers who have not resorted to the 
tedious method of picking off by hand 
the worms, have used paris green, 
and this was shown to be a menace 
to the user of chewing tobacco. 
Many demonstrations in the use of the 
new solution discovered by the agri- 
cultural experts, were given in Ken- 
tucky hist year, and the additional 
appropriation obtained by the State's 
Congressmen from the dark tobacco 
sections will permit even broader 
service.
